Association at Norwich on August last, and 
his speech seems to haye attracted an up- 
usual amount of-notice, from the liberality 
of its touo.upon-scieutilic topics, . We make

The time has -not 
long gone..by when such an address would 
have considerably startled what, is. called 
the religious world.

Only in out-or- 
the-way placés now can an educated ‘man

— Patient, slow, 
steady investigation of facts is not the oecu- 
pation which naturally tonds to prodiace uu- 
believers, Lufidelity-belongs to much more 
rash and rapid natures. Celebrated sceptics 
have.seldon known ‘or cared inuch about 
physical acience, . i" é 
The Dat'y News notes with approval 
that thore is. nothing exclusive ‘or sectarian 
in thie address. It takes a broad: view of 
the more recent scientific discoveries, points 
with hope ‘to that. interesting branch ‘of 
research which relatés to thé autiquity ‘of, 
man, and breathes a noble spirit of trast in 
rightly dirévted ‘inquiry, and of confidence 
‘in the harmony of all truths—the truths
